Riding 
these 047's jammed with freight, mail bags, sweaty G. I. 's, Filipino Guerillas, etc. = 
up & down, ‘jungle skippers’ thoy are called, isn*t-restful - not. much anyhow, They 
take off at 6 or 7 which means getting up at 4:30 or 5,30 = shaving in a helmet full 
of coldish water = showering out under a 50 gal. oil drum = tank of water, etc. For 
an old retread, it's plenty strenuous. Give the gang in the Hernia Club my best." 
The R. 4 O. extends its heartiest congratulations to Col. Coley whose citation 
follows. 

"Colonel Bradkey L. Coley, Medical Corps, performed outstanding 

services as Surgical Consultant of the Highth Service Commnd 

from July 1942 to February 1945. He assisted in organizing the 
Surgical Service of one hundred and five hospitals, choosing 
personnel with unusual keenness and assigning them in positions 
where their talents were used with maximum effectiveness. He 
overcame handicaps coincident with establishing medical install- 
ations end built the command's Surgical Service to a high level 

of efficiency starting with meager facilities and limited personnel. 

With unusual ability and resourcefulness, he dealt with other branches 

of the Army. He tirelessly devoted his great knowledge of surgery to 
providing exceptional surgical care for troops in the Command and to 
preparing many highly trained surgical officers for duty in theaters 
of operations. By his unfailing tact, judgment and administrative 
skill, Colonel Coley was in great measure responsible for the 
excellent record made by the Surgical Service of the Eighth Service 
Command.”

At any rate, I 
made & good start in regaining the twelve pounds I lost while on Okinawa. This place 
has become almost 'Stateside® in appearance with its macadam highways and route signs 
- semi-nermanent establishments and rules of conduct and uniforms. It seems they 
must have half the equipment we have produced piled out here and nearly enough 
people to use it. The Fleet and Base hosnitals are lovely pleces = all in quonset 
huts with sidewalks and many of the minor refinements of civilization that I've not 
seen for a long time. It’s hot and humid ~ rains several times a day and that makes 
it more humid. Of course, I wear nothing but shorts most of the time 80 I shouldn't 
squawk too loudly. I hope when this overseas tour is over, I can get assigned to 
the Philadelphia Naval Hospital so I*l1l be able to pop over and see you occasionally, 


My best to you all."
